1. The Amendment, filed on February 12, 2003, has been entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner. 

2. Cancellation of claims 1-12 has been entered. 

3. Addition of claims 13-28 has been entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 13-28 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Examiner notes that the Prior Art of Record discloses a light source arrangement 
comprising: a radiation source that emits radiation from the wavelength range 400-500 nm of the 
spectrum; a luminescent material arranged to received said radiation, wherein said luminescent 
material has a Ce-activated garnet structure having the formula A3B5O12, in which A is Y, B is at 
least one of Al, Ga; wherein the radiation source is a blue-emitting LED. Further, the Prior Art 
or Record teaches a luminescent material comprising a Ce,Tb activated YAG. 

Regarding claim 13, the references of the Prior Art of Record fail to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 13, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of "a mixture of luminescent materials comprising a Ce-activated garnet structure having the 
formula A3B5O12, in which A is one of Y, Lu, Se, La, Gd and Sm, and B is at least one of Al, Ga; 
and another Ce-activated garnet structure having the formula A3B5O12, in which A is one of Y, 
Lu, Se, La, Gd, Sm and Tb, and consist at least in part of Tb as a constituent of the host lattice". 
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Providing Tb in the host lattice improves the properties of the Ce-activated luminescent material 
furnishing the hue and the color locus of the system of luminescent materials. 

Referring to claims 14-26, claims 14-26 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 13, 
because of their dependency status from claim 13. 

Regarding claim 27, the references of the Prior Art of Record fail to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 27, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of "a mixture of luminescent materials comprising a Ce-activated garnet structure having the 
formula A3B5O12, in which A is one of Y, Lu, Se, La, Gd and Sm, and B is at least one of Al, Ga; 
and another Ce-activated garnet structure having the formula A3B5O12, in which A is one of Y, 
Lu, Se, La, Gd, Sm and Tb, and consist at least in part of Tb as a constituent of the host lattice". 
Providing Tb in the host lattice improves the properties of the Ce-activated luminescent material 
furnishing the hue and the color locus of the system of luminescent materials. 

Regarding claim 28, the references of the Prior Art of Record fail to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 28, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of "a mixture of luminescent materials comprising a Ce-activated garnet structure having the 
formula AiBsOn, in which A is one of Y, Lu, Se, La, Gd, Sm and Tb, and consist at least in part 
of Tb as a constituent of the host lattice". Providing Tb in the host lattice improves the 
properties of the Ce-activated luminescent material furnishing the hue and the color locus of the 
system of luminescent materials.
